On May 4, 2017, Duke Energy Kentucky, Inc. ("Duke Kentucky") filed a motion 

requesting an informal conference be scheduled for the purpose of discussing the 

potential impact, if any, of the Environmental Protection Agency's ("EPA") stay of the 

Effluent Limitation Guidelines ("ELG") rule on Duke Kentucky's application in this matter.
